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WARNING 


Every person who maliciously cuts, tears, defaces, breaks 
or injures any book, map, chart, picture deposited in any 
public library is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Whoever wilfully detains any book, newspaper, magazine, 
pamphlet, manuscript, or other property belonging to any 
public or incorporated library, reading room for thirty days 
after notice in writing to return the same, given after the 
expiration of the time which by the rules of such institution 
such article or other property may be kept, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished accordingly. 

A misdemeanor is punishable by imprisonment in a county 
jail not exceeding six months, or by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, or by both.

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IN THE NEW YORK GALLERIES—JANUARY 


At the Macbeth Galleries, 15 East 57th Street, 
from the 3rd to the 23rd may be seen paintings by 
Jonas Lie, recent works done chiefly in Maine 
and the Adirondacks. From the 3rd to the 17th 
there will be on view pastel portraits by Edith 
L. Emmet. From the 24th there will be paint- 
ings of the West by Walter Ufer; also water colors, 
mainly Venetian scenes, by John Lavalle, who 
has only once before exhibited in New York. 

The Knoedler Galleries, 14 East 57th Street, in 
their print department will hold an exhibition of 
German and Italian wood-cuts and engravings. 
Work will date from Durer, Schongauer, Altdorfer 
and Marcantonio Raimondi and Mantegna. 

At the Grand Central Galleries, 15 Vanderbilt 
Avenue, from the 3rd to the 14th there will be a 
small exhibition of work by Walt Kuhn and 
landscapes by John Folinsbee, and at the same 
time miniature portraits by the American Society 
of Miniature Painters. From the 10th to the 
21st may be seen small portraits and New York 
scenes by Jerome Meyers; and flower paintings 
by Mrs. Marian Hawthorne, the wife of the 
painter, Charles W. Hawthorne. From the 17th 
to the 28th there will be a small exhibition by 
G. Glenn Newell, the painter of cattle. There 
will also be sculpture by Evelyn Longman Bat- 
chelder and Boris Lovett Lorski. Eugene Savage 
will show murals designed for the Elks Memorial,

memorial exhibitions of the works of Edward H. 
Potthast and Bolton Jones will be on view. 


At the Milch Galleries, 108 West 57th Street, 
until the 14th there will be an unusual combina- 
tion exhibition of work by Erick Berry, an Ameri- 
can girl who is the wife of the British Governor of 
Nigeria, and of work in sculpture by African 
natives, brought to this country by Mrs. Berry.

Following this exhibition, 
from the 16th to the 28th, DeWitt and Douglass 
Parshall, father and son, will hold a joint exhibi- 
tion. Douglass Parshall also shows African 
scenes, some of the coast of Algeria.
